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OCTOBER  14,  2016  GENERAL  MEMBERSHIP  MEETING 

President  Doug  called  meeting  to  order  at  2:30PM.  Prayer  and  Pledqe  of  Alle¬ 
giance  wereas  led  by  Randy  Rush. 

Introduction  of  officers  and  Trustees  present.  All  present  except  Bill  Doty  and  Chris 
Geiner.  Announcement  of  trustees  elected  were  Michelle  Burke,  Bill  Doty,  Tommy 
Granados,  Randy  Rush,  and  Mike  Sprouse.  Sprouse  and  Rush  were  sworn  into 
office  by  Doug,  (note:  after  returning  from  St.  Louis,  we  were  informed  that  Tommy 
would  be  unable  to  fulfill  his  tenure  due  to  his  wife's  health  issues,  thus  Douq  ap¬ 
pointed  next  in  line  per  votes,  Walter  Thomas.) 

Secretary's  report  was  read  by  Carrie.  Randy  motioned  for  approval  and  Mike 
Sprouse  seconded.  All  in  favor.  Treasurer's  report  was  read  by  Carrie.  Jim  Best 
made  motion  to  accept  and  seconded  by  Randy  Rush.  All  in  favor. 

Doug  asked  everyone  present  (17  total,  including  officers/trustees)  to  introduce 
themselves  and  where  they  were  from. 

Randy  Rush  announced  winners  of  the  Guess  the  Price  of  Silver  contest,  with  the 
closing  price  of  silver  at  $18.86  on  September  16  using  KITCO. 

First  place  winner,  Walt  Thomas  was  presented  with  a  1  ounce  gold- 
plated  Congratulations  bar  for  his  guess  of  only  38c  difference. 

Second  place  winner,  Lyn  Kruithhof  was  mailed  a  1  ounce  congratulations 
bar  for  his  guess  of  only  39c  difference. 

Third  place  winner,  Everett  L.  Bauer  was  mailed  a  Bronze  of  this  years 
round  for  his  guess  of  only  50c  difference. 

Sandi  Belcher  received  the  Gold-plated  Kidd-Rood  round  this  year  for  her  winning 
article  published  in  the  Bugle  for  2016  Kidd-Rood  writing  contest. 

Carrie  announced  the  mintages  of  this  year's  rounds  designed  by  Sandi  Belcher, 
who  worked  closedly  with  SilverTowne  to  produce:  80  Bronze,  120  Silver,  which 
42  were  enameled.  There  were  5  silver  and  2  enameled  ordered  over  the  amount 
which  were  preordered  by  members.  (At  the  time  of  this  writing,  there  are  only  2 
silver  pieces  left).  Doug  announced  that  there  were  4  designs  competing  this  year. 
We  all  learned  a  lot  about  the  process  of  producing  a  silver  ingot.  We  all  under¬ 
stand  what  line  art  means,  now,  with  the  help  of  Marcia  from  SilverTowne. 

It  was  mentioned  for  members  to  send  their  email  addresses  to  Carrie  to  help  com¬ 
municate  between  Bugles  and  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  lASAC's  Facebook 
page.  Announcement  of  dates  for  the  201 7  “Silver  Guessing  Contest”  was  set  for 
July  14.  2017  postmarked  with  silver  closing  as  of  July  30,  2017. 

Doug  announced  that  all  trustee  assignments  will  be  the  same,  and  he  will  notify 
new  trustees  what  their  jobs  will  be. 

Next  years  meeting  will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  ANA  in  Denver,  Colorado, 
August  1-5,  2017.  Further  info  will  be  in  Bugle,  when  all  is  confirmed. 

Doug  announced  that  following  the  meeting  an  auction  would  be  held.  New  rules 
this  year,  which  were  voted  on  by  the  board  at  its  meeting  the  night  before,  any 
member  may  submit  up  to  5  items  with  20%  of  sale  going  to  club  and  80%  to  mem¬ 
ber  submitting  item.  Many  items  have  been  donated  for  full  sale  to  go  to  the  club. 

Doug  handed  out  silver  pieces  to  all  Officers  and  Trustees,  thanking  them  for  their 
service  over  the  past  year.  Carrie  then  handed  out  a  bronze  2016  round  to  all 
those  in  attendence. 

Door  prizes  were  then  drawn  with  everyone  present  winninq  a  prize. Motion  to  ad¬ 
journ.  2nd. 

Meeting  adjourned.  Auction  to  follow.  Proceeds  from  auction  were  $363.00.

There  were  other  silver  bar  clubs  but  they  were  owned  primarily  by  one  person.  My  intent 
was  to  have  an  organization  with  many  people  as  officers  and  trustees  from  many  geograph¬ 
ical  areas  of  the  country  to  insure  survival  of  this  organization.  It  was  important  to  have  both 
dealers  and  collectors  on  the  board  and  it  has  always  been  that  way. 

We  knew  it  was  important  to  have  conventions  in  different  geographical  areas  to  give  every¬ 
body  a  chance  to  meet  each  other  and  to  make  it  as  affordable  as  possible  to  do  that. 

Our  original  Constitution  and  Bylaws  were  based  upon  the  Lion  Clubs  International  Constitu¬ 
tions  and  Bylaws  and  I  believe  were  vital  to  the  success  of  our  club  from  the  beginning. 

I  would  like  to  encourage  each  member  to  attend  a  convention  when  it  is  located  in  your  area 
or  a  great  vacation  destination. 

The  2017  convention  is  in  Denver  and  will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  ANA  Money  Show. 
This  will  be  in  an  awesome  venue  and  a  great  vacation  destination  so  we  are  expecting  a 
record  turnout. 


We  are  working  on  securing  a  convention  site  for  2018  and  have  had  some  problems  with 
show  dates  not  being  set  yet.
